Statement by Bankhead. 

“My letter to the country weekly 
Papers asking the publication of cam- 
Paign matter designed to aid Oscar W. 
Underwood speaks for itself. There is 
nothing unusual about it and no ex- 
Planation is necessary. The material 
referred to is simply a compilation of 
the public record of Mr. Underwood, 
prepareq by his friends. We propose 
to use this as a supplement in the 
weekly papers. It is exactly the same 
plan I followed in my own campaign 
in Alabama. There is absolutely noth- 
ing unusual or unethical in it. The 
expense all told amounts to only a 
thousand or two dollars, and the cost 
is being defrayed by contributions from 
the Underwood Slub of Alabama, to 
Which the friends of Mr. Underwood 
in Alabama have génerally contrib- 
uted,

DEAD IN HIS BED 


Pastor of the Temple Baptist 


Church Succumbs to 
Heart Failure. 


Dr. J. M. Brittain, pastor of the 
Temple Baptist church, was found dead 
in bed from heart failure yesterday 
morning at his home, 9 Orange street. 

He is survived by his wife, three 
sons, M. L, Brittain, state school super- 
intendent; W. H, Brittain, president 
and general manager of J. M. High 
Company, and Rev. C. M. Brittain, and 
one daughter, Mrs. Lillian Arnold. The 
funeral will be held this afternoon, at 
3 o'clock, at the residence, Rev. John 
F, Purser and Dr. John E. White of- 
ficiating, and the interment will be in 
West View. The deacons of the Temple 
Baptist church will act as pallbearers. 

Pastor of Many Churches, 

Dr. Brittain was 69 years old. He 
had been pastor of the Temple church 
for three years, having lived in Atlanta 
for nine years, six of which he spent 
as pastor of the Central Baptist 
church. He had been pastor of 
churches in Eatonton, Ga., Barnesville, 
Covington, Conyers and Fort Valley, 
and was widely known all over the 
state. 

He was a graduate of the state uni- 
versity, having left school with the 
famous class of 1862, which enlisted 
in the confederate service on gradua- 
tion day. Going to Virginia, the noted 
gathering of young men arrived in 
I‘redericksburg upon the day of the 
historical battle, entering into the fight 
immediately after their arrival. Rev. 
Brittain was soon selected captain of 
his company, and established a bril- 
liant war record, 

He was a son of Henry Brittain, and 
was born in Oglethorpe county in 
1842, He was an active Mason, and 
a member of the Royal Arcanum and 
of the local camp of the confederacy. 

Rev. A. C. Ward's Tribute. 

Rev. A. C. Ward last night paid him 
the following tribute: 

“A pall of sadness hangs over the 
Temple Baptist church because of the 
sudden death of the beloved pastor, 
Rev. J. M. Brittain, D. D., who was 
found dead in his bed Sunday morning. 
The ominous silence is only broken 
by the whisper, ‘Our pastor is dead,’

Washington, February 11.—(Special.) 
The body of Colonel L F, Livingston 
was taken south: this afternoon over 
the Southern railway, accompanied by 
Robert Livingston and wife, son and 
daughter-in-law of the deceased 
statesman. The body will reach 
Atlanta on the Birmingham special at 
10:30 tomorrow morning. 

After battling for weeks against dis- 
ease and the weakness incident to his 
80 years of age, “Uncle Lon” passed 
away peacefully at 12:20 o’clock this 
morning. He had been unconscious for 
nearly thirty hours, and during his 
delirium imagined he was again in the 
halls of congress. He fought once 
more over appropriation bills, and at 
times pleaded earnestly with imaginary 
department heads for deserving con- 
stituents. Finally, at 11 o’clock last 
night, he began to sink, and the end 
came shortly after midnight. Robert 
Livingston and wife were present_when 
the venerable statesman passed away. 

Brief funeral services were conduct- 
ed this evening by Hev. ‘Andrew R. 
Bird, of the Southern Presbyterian 
church, attended by the members of 
the Georgia delegation in congress and 
numbers of friends. Arriving in At- 
lanta Monday morning, the body will 
be takéen immediately to Conyers and 
thence conveyed to his old home in 
Kings, Ga.

Conference Will Be Held Mon- 
day Between the Board of 
Health Committee and Rep- 
resehtatives of Heenan De- 
structor Company. 


For the purpose of hearing a definite 
proposition from the Heenan Destruc- 
tor Company, of New York, a special 
committee from the board of health 
will hold a conference -today with W. 

Penruddocke, 
with a view to ascertaining if a cre- 
matory plant can be built for $400,000 
which will take care of all of the city’s 
garbage and at the same time gen- 
erate enough steam power to furnish 
electric lights and pump the water 
from Hemph!ll station.

Will Also Settle Light Question. 

If the board of .health can erect a 
crematory plant which will do what 
the Heenan Destructor 
claims it will do, not only will the 
city’s garbage question be settled, but 
also the lighting question. 

It is claimed by this company . that 
a $400,090 crematory can be made to 
generate enough steam horse power 
to do all of the city’s water pumping 
and furnish arc lights and municipai 
light for the entire city. . 

In the meantime the board of health 
committee is preparing. specifications 
for a cremstory which will be sent to

Failure of State Car Fosters 
Delinquency. 

Defiance of the statutes and 
laws of morality is fostered 
failure of American states to think 
through from beginning to end their 
provision for delirquent, neglected and 
dependent children. Henry E. C. Dit- 
zen, a probation officer of Davenport, 
lowa, has pointed out how his state 
fails to be a good parent because the 
laws prevent the admission of a preg- 
nant girl into the state industria! 
school and at the same time make nd 
provision for adequately dealing with 
her, Mr. Ditzen, according to The 
Survey, said: 

“After confinemcnt giris may be dis- 
charged if fvund to be pregnant, and 
this offers an inducement to them to 
become so. If the rule is correct a 
girl in that condition can defy the law, 
because she Knows she cannot be com- 
mitted to the industrial school and her 
age wilt pravent her from being put 
into jail—she can neither be pun- 
ished nor reformed.” 

Mr. Ditzen cited another case where 
the present scheme of state instiiu- 
tions in Iowa and in other’ siates 
breaks down-—that of a consumptive 
poy chirgea witn delinquency: 

“The lad is refused admission Dy the 
ir dustrial school on the ground that it 
is not a sanitorivum, and py the state 
sanatorium on the ground that it is 
not a home for delinquents. He was 
expelled from the public schools ag be- 
ing dangerous to the health of the 
other children. The only institution 
willing to receive him was the public 
street, and there he was at last report 
an outcast. He has no chance tv be 
reformed, no chance to de cured, no 
chance to be educated—except in the 
ways of the street. That lad may do 
anything he wants to, and be ascrim- 
inal and tough as he pleases, for he 
cannot be put into jail, because he is 
less than 16 years old, and is not want- 
ed at the industrial school.”

Georgia is the only state in the 
union still using the old pendant. wax 
seal of- state, declares this history, and 
for this reason the D.-A. R. historian 
declares it is a precious heirloom and 
should be put in proper condition, as 
it is impossible to read the devices and 
inscriptions on the seal in its present 
state. 

The history of the great seal is an 
interesting one, telling how it was 
adopted by a convention in Savannah, 
in October, 1776, jand formally ratified 
in February, 1777, during the govern- 
orship of Archibald Bulloch, and*after- 
ward changed to its present form. This 
change took place in February, 1799, 
while General James Jackson was gov- 
ernor, and was first used on July 4, 
1799. It has been in use ever since, 
except for a short time‘during recon- 
struction days, when it was concealed 
fn order to prevent its destruction.

BRYAN KEEPS TALKING 
ABOUT MONEY TRUST 


El Paso, Texas, February 11.—Wil- 
liam J. Bryan arrived here tonight on 
his way to Tucson, Ariz. Discussing 
the outlook for the democratic party 
he said that prospects had been good 
for 1912 until the institution of a so- 
called investigation of the “money 
trust,” which in its present status he 
said, he believed to be an inspiration 
of Wall street and calculated to pro- 
duce democratic disaster if it results 
in a whitewash. 

“It would put the party in the atti- 
tude of being afraid to attack the most 
offensive of all trusts—-the moner 
trust,” he said. 

He declined to state whether he 
would attend the investigation, but said 
“Wall street cost the democratic party 
a million and a quarter votes by run-

Aviator Frank Cof- 
fyn handled the hydroaeroplane in 
which Photographer Duff made his 
flight. The hydroaeroplane is merely 
a Wright biplane fitted.with pontoons 
of aluminum which enable the craft to 
Start from and to alight on the water. 
After Coffyn had made two experiment- 
al flights he alighted on the water 
near the Battery, and Duff was rowed 
out to the craft, which was resting 
like a gull on the waves. Duff took 


sailed, rising slow- 
ly, but steadily. The machine cigcled 
around the statue of Liberty, then 
Sailed over Governor's island, on which 
there are an army post and a federal 
prison. During the ride Duff exposed 
nine plates, and five of them were en- 
tirely successful. In the picture shown 
herewith, which was made from a point 
900 feet in the air and above the statue 
of Liberty, the front end of one of the 
pontoons under the airship is shown ‘at 
the lower side of the picture, while at 
the upper left corner is one of the wire 
braces of the airship. “There is no 
question,” said Mr. Duff after his 
flight, “that a man with a camera in 
a flying machine could take pictures. of 
any fortification in the- world, even 
to their finest details. Of course, [I 
was new at it, or I could have produc-

day. I had only a small hand camera, 
and the great difficulty was in steady- 
ing it. There is considerable vibration 
to an aeroplane and some swaying, and 
the fact that some of my plates did not 
corne out well was due merely to the 
unsteadiness of the camera as I held 
it. The only bracing I could do was to 
hold it against my chest. Besides, there 
was no especial arrangement about 
my camera. I simply focussed it at 
100 feet and had to aim it pretty blind- 
ly. But the next time, with a camera 
Strapped tightly to my body, against 
my chest, I could aim it with absolute 
certainty, using my hands to cling to 
the side rails and steady my body. I'll 
admit I was a Httle surprised to see 
what was on my plates. Jp the rush 
of the machine and the sting of the 
air in my eyes I saw only about half 
what the camera clearly observed and 
reproduced.”

“ Americans 
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A CHALLENGE TO PHILANTHROPISTS. 


* An experiment in practical philanthropy inaugurated recently 
by Police Judge Fricke, of Cincinnati, Ohio, is likely to prove of 
national effect. The judge has called for volunteers among preach- 
ers, business men and women, professional people, citizens gen- 
erally, for such individuals as are willing, for the term of a year, 
to personally supervise efforts to rehabilitate a derelict taken from 
his court. | 

There is little question that at least partial response will be 
forthcoming to this suggestion. In every community are men and 
women ready to give actual demonstration of their desire to lend a 
helping hand. Assuming that Judge Fricke’s plan meets with even 
qualified success the force of the example must be widespread. The 
police court of the average large city is a gigantic hopper, into 
which crime is poured in bulk. It is here that the first criminal 
tendencies and potentialities are manifested. 

The old practice of sentencing the juvenile, or even the adult 
oftender who may have for the first time violated the law, to houses 
of correction or public works with undiscriminating ruthlessness is 
prolific in harm and seldom achieves the purpose for which law, 
court and penitentiary really were founded. The new penology 
is founded upon the reasoning which led Judge Fricke to challenge 
the good men and women of Cincinnati. In fact, the employment 
of the personal equation in reclaiming the criminal is already an 
established factor in philanthropy and penology in this country, 
though perhaps few communities seek to effect so direct a connec- 
tion between the source and the cure of crime as that put forward 
by Judge Fricke. - In Atlanta, for instance, both the probation sys- 
tem and the Associated Charities invoke the personal equation with 
good results. The departure is, however, still sufficiently unique 
to leave much to be disclosed regarding its possibilities and the 
methods required to make it most effectual. 

The man, woman or child who has, inadvertently or through 
weakness, fallen into crime, or come by gradations to the police 
court, stands the surest chance for regaining a hold on decency if 


liness essential to the undertaking. In the long run the Fricke 
method, or others founded upon its sound logic, will pay material 
dividends to the community, by checking crime at itS source, and 
making the criminal a contributor to, rather than a parasite upon, 
society.

THE NEW CHINESE REPUBLIC. 


What, six weeks ago, the impartial critic would have dismissed 
as an impossibility, is actually coming to pass, and representatives 
of both Manchu dynasty and republican element in China debate 
the best terms upon which a genuine republic may be founded in 
the ancient empire. Wu Ting-Fang, minister of justice in the 
republican cabinet, and twice Chinese minister to the United States, 
is drafting the Magna Charta of the new government, and there 
has even been talk of making Yuan Shi Kai, who tried to pull the 
Manchu dynasty out of the Rie, the first president of ‘the republic 
born as a corfpromise between what had been deemed two abso- 
lutely irreconcilable elements in the empire. | 

Predictions as to the course of the new government, or even 
as to its complexion and personnel, are, of course, premature. About 
all that is definitely settled is that there is to be a popular form of 
government. The Manchu princes have abdicated for the simple 
reason that they were compelled to do so, but there are shrewd 
politicians among the lot, and they may be expected to jockey and 
maneuver to the end of retaining at least a semblance of power 
under the new order. 

The revolutionary element, on the other hand, may be relied 
upon to remain keenly vigilant, ready to oppose any decided ten- 
dency toward reactionarism, and io push the advantage gained by 
the abdication of the throne to the farthest degree compatible with 
success and popular approval. In other words, while both parties 
to the civil war which has been rending the empire have seen the 
necessity: of agreeing, in order to avert foreign intervention, not 
to mention the incentive of empty purses, they are each in an atti- 
tude of mutual suspicion and watchfulness. 

Under such conditions the new government that will shortly 
come into existence can hardly be said to be of more than a proba- 
tionary character. It will lack stability and responsibility until the 
fundamental problems incident to a people essaying self-rule for 
the first time are met. and solved. The thing that really counts, 
however, is that the empire has, for good and all, abandoned 
autocracy. It only remains for time to decide what degree of 
democracy is feasible in a country characterized by the strange con- 
tradictions prevailing in China.

LEONIDAS F. LIVINGSTON. 


While not unexpected, the death of Colonel Leonidas I. Liv- 
ingston, until 1910 and for twenty years representative of the Fifth 
Georgia district in congress, will bring a feeling of personal sadness 
to thousands of Georgians of all ages and classes. No man may 
serve a constituency, as he did, for an unbroken period of two 
decades without leaving upon the individual memory and the of- 
ficial records a distinct impression of his personality. 

During his long term of service in the house of representatives, 
Colonel Livingston won a reputation rarely achieved by congress- 
men for fidelity to the interests of his district. Atlanta has special 
reason to feel toward him a sense of gratitude. He was ever active 
in pushing the welfare of this city in the federal field at Wash- 
ington, although the other towns and counties in ‘the Fifth found 
in him a ready and energetic champion of their rights and desires. 

During the later years of his service he had risen to a com- 
manding position in the house, on the floor, in committee work and 
in caucus. A shrewd judge of men, widely popular and resource- 
ful, he gained the respect not only of his democratic colleagues, 
but as well of the republican opposition. Before going to congress 
he had been active in the state’s public life in many capacities. His 
passing removes a figure long familiar in the politics of Georgia 
and the nation.

Henry M. Flagler’s imagination was as potent as his money in the daring 
enterprise of extending the Florida East Coast railway to Key West. It is a 
grand thing to possess the means to build an ocean railroad to the isolated 
city of winds and waters from which Havana can almost be seen across the 
strait; from an aeroplane 5,000 feet aloft perhaps it could be made out on a 
clear day with a powerful glass. But the dollars without the imagination

Tennessee’s Governor Invites 
South to Discussion of. 
Human Problems. 


Nashville, Tenn., February 11.—Gov- 
ernor B. W. Hooper .i..s issued a call 
addressed to the gover ors of sixteen 


southern states for a Southern Socio- 
logical Congress to be held in Nashville, 
May 7-10, 1912, for the study and dis-|! 
cussion of social problems. The gov- 
ernor says in his call: 

“For thirty-six years annual meet- 
ings of the National Conference of 
Charities and Corrections have been 
heid, the benefits of which have 
largely gone to the northern states 
for the reason that the conferences 
have usually been held in the north, 
have been attended principally by 
northern people ang hav. been devoted 
to the discussion of questions from a 
northern viewpoint, 

“For a long period subsequent to the 
civil war the south was engaged in a 
struggle to recover from the shock of 
war. When the period of recovery had 
passed the south entered upon the 
present wonderful ra of material de- 
velopment, the zenith of which will 
not be reached for many years, Neither 
this condition of poverty and depres- 
sion nor the sweeping material ad- 
vancement now in progress have been 
conducive to the maintenance of the 
south’s high ideals of government and 
society. «Nevertheless, every state in 
the south has been bravely grappling 
with her sociological problems, which 
are admittedly more difficult than 
those in other sections of the nation. 

“While the south’s financial, industri- 
al and agricultural development is now 
being emphasized by hergreat leaders 
in those lines in the Southern Commer- 
cial Congress, questions of humanity 
must not be forgotten, if our develop- 
ment is to be symmetrical. 

“In view of the foregoing considera- 
tions, I am calling the Southern Socio- 
logical Congress for the study of social, 
civic and economic problems, to be 
composed of delegates from.the sixteen 
southern states, to meet in Nashville, 
Tenn., May 7-10, 1912. 

“The governor of each southern state 
is requested to appoint not less than 
100 delegates and is cordially invited 
to attend in person. 

“The following institutions and or- 
ganizations are also requested to send 
one or more delegates:

WRECK OF MAINE 
FREE FROM MUD 


Shattered Hulk Afloat in Coffer 
Dam—Hundreds of Peo- 
ple View Wreck. 


Havana, February 11.—The wreck of 
the Maine floated free of the mud te- 
night when water was turned into the 
dam surrounding the wreck. The water 
inside the dam is about 14 feet below 
the harbor level at low tide. It is the 
intention tomorrow to admit the water 
more rapidly, so that by nightfall the 
wreck will be raised to the harbor 
level, leaving nothing more to be done 
except to break the dam and float out 
the ship. 

Water was forced into the dam 
through a system of pipes fixed at the 
bottom of the ship, the power being 
supplied by a pump which had been 
recovered from the wreck. The ship 
began to rise almost immediately. The 
midship section, which had been fur- 
nished with a bulk head, rose more 
rapidly on account of superior buoyan- 
cy than the heavily-weighted, sharp- 
pointed stern, so that tonight the 
Maine is somewhat down by the stern. 
The hull still lists to port, which is 
being corrected by the use of ballast. 
No leaks of any importance have been 
discovered. 

As the water slowly rose until it 
covered the whole floor of the coffer- 
dam, nearly twenty feet of mooring 


| lines were run out fore and aft on both 


sides, to hold the ship fast and prevent 
the possibility of its being blown 
against the sides of the dam, 

Many hundreds of visitors thronged 
the dam all day, watching the fre- 
floating of the Maine. None of them 
was admitted aboard the ship, how- 
ever, for fear of accident. Major 
Ferguson, who has had charge of the 
work, has received many congratula- 
tions on his success, The ship will re- 
main secure within the dam _ uatil 
orders are received from Washington 
to float her out, which can be done 
within a fortnight.

World.” 


Dr. Hugh K, Walker, the new pastor 
of the First Presbyterian church of 
Atlanta, delivered his first sermon to 
his congregation Sunday morning. In 
spite of the weather, one of the largest 
congregations seen at the church in 
many Sundays wag present, and after 
the sermon Dr. Walker was warmly 
welcomed by the members. 

The new pastor arrived Saturday 
night from Los Angeles, Cal, where 
he was for fourteen years pastor of 
the Emanuel Presbyterian church, one 
of the largest Presbyterian institutions 
in the United States. He was met by 
S. M. Inman, a member of the First 
Presbyterian church of Atlanta, and 


will be the guest of Mr. Inman for 
several days. 


Began Work in Georgia. 

Dr, Walker left Los Angeles last 
Tuesday, and in company with his wife 
and children traveled as far as Dalton, 
Ga., where Mrs. Walker will remain 
for several days with her father. She 
will then come to Atlanta and take 
charge of her new home. Both she 
and Dr. Walker are very well known 
in this city and throughout Georgia, 
for it was tn this state that he began 
bis wprk as a Presbyterian minister. 

Preceding his sermon Sunday morn- 
ing Dr. Walker expresseg his pleasure 
at coming to Atlanta and said that 
he was sure of the hearty co-operation 
of his members in work yet to be un- 
dertaken. He is enthusiastic over his 
charge and delighted with Atlanta, 
having become quite familiar with con- 
ditions prevailing in the city during 
his visit in December. 

He took his text from ist Corin- 
thians, 22-23-24, and as the subject for 
his sermon, “The Response of the Gos- 
pel to the Challenges of the World,” 
separating his discourse into three 
heads. 

The People of Old. 

“I will first deal with the beliefs 

and faiths of peoples of olg and their 


relations to the gospel,” began Dr. 
Walker. “The Jews, a nation strongly 
religious and adhering with deep de- 
termination to their beliucfs, were in a 
great measure strongly stirred ty the 
addresses of their prophets.and con- 
stantly expected and demanded power 
in these leaders in their faith. If a 
prophet did not demonstrate and ably 
prove his power he did not come up 
to their ideals and his sway over the 
people was greatly diminished. 
“Among the most studious and best 
learned of the ancient people, the 
Greeks, wisdom above everything else 
was demanded of their religious lead- 
ers. Strength and wisdom combined 
was asked by the Romans, It has been 
said that Paul feared or disdained to 
answer the cuestionings and doubtings 
of these people. That thisis untrue is 
shown, and his ability was more than 
demonstrated when he took up the 
challenge of the doubters and proved 
the wisdomand strength of Christ, in 
doing this he showed that Christ's 
wisdom was power, thus demonstrat- 
ing that the Greeks and Romans, as 
well as the Jews, could accept the gos- 


el. 

“The force of the fact of Calvary has 
been an influence which never has 
and never will be equaled, No other 
one thing could have so preached the 
doctrine of Christianity. It in itself 
was a sermon the like of which will 
never be preached, the effect of which 
will go down through the ages until 
the end of time, ever spreading and 
ever bringing to all minds the true 
spirit of Christianity. 

Motive for the Dead. 


“The dynamics of doctrines, which I 
will touch upon, might be divided into 
three heads. Christ’s crucifixion was 
the doctrine of Christianity. 

“The might of a motive is one of 
these heads. The fact that Christ died 
on the cross has inspired men to noble 
and self-sacrificing deeds throughout 
the ages. Without His motive, that of 
love for the world and the desire to 
demonstrate to the world the true 
force of Christianity, our faith could 
never have worked the good it has 
produced. 

“Wisdom, the philosophy of pain, is 
preached by His sacrifice. How much 
His suffering has done to aid others 
in their suffering is unreckonable. It 
proved to the world, absolutely, that 
it was not for men in the wo:ldly life 
only He wag suffering, but that there 
was a future world, eternity, that the 
souls of men would live in and be af- 
fected by His cction on Calwary. 

“Happiness of the unselfish kind was 
induced by the sacrifice. The happi- 
ness which comes of aiding others, of 
raising the fallen, of fulfillling a noble 
duty, came of Calvary.”

BAPTISTS TO BUILD 
COLLEGE IN RUSSIA 


Naw York, February 11.—The Rev. 
Bg, Shes. S. MacArthur, president 
of the Baptist World Alliance, who has 
just returned from St. Petersburg, an- 
nounced tonight from the pulpit of 
the Calvary Baptist church that he 
had obtained permission of the Rus- 
sian emperor to build the proposed 
Baptist college in St. Petersburg. Four 
conditions, however, had been imposed 
permission was finally ob- 
taindefi he said, namely, that the 
college must be built under the pro- 
tectorate of a registered church; 
should not be controlled by either an 
American or British board of trustees; 
no politics should be taught and no 
art course included in the curriculum, 
and that the site for the building 
should not at present cost more than 
$2,500, this sum to be increased later 
if the government saw fit. 

Mr. MacArthur said that at first the 
minister of the interior refused to al- 
low him to #apeak at the dedication of 
the new Baptist church in St. Peters- 
burg, quoting the law of the land, he 
said, that no foreigners were allowed 
to make public addresses, but he final- 
ly consented on a condition that Dr. 
MacArthur should not speak of Bap- 
tists or politics, and. make only a non- 
sectarian address.

Forces Parliamentlo Enact Much 
Remedial Legislation, 


Still the Labor Party Is Not 
Satisfied, and Has Arranged 
an Ambitious Program---The 
Labor Party Hopes to Be- 
come Dominant. 


London, February 11.—Since the lib- 
eral party returned to power in 1905, 
and particularly since it has depended 
for its political life on the support of 
the labor and nationalist parties, more 
legislation of the kind advocated by 
trades unions has been enacted than 
in any similar period in the history 
of the country. Still, labor, or at least 
the independent labor party which is 
largely dominated by the socialists, is 
not satisfied and has arranged a pro- 
gram which, as last year’s president of 
the party, Ben Turner, admitted, con- 
tains expectations much greater than 


Mr. Turner said that the party had 
not done all that it should have done, 
the fault lying im the fact that it lack- 
ed numerical strength. Its business 
now is, he added, to make it the domi- 
nating ntrolling,-guiding and ruling 
party of’ the state. 

What Labor Party Has Done. 

In the last few years, the laborites 
have had enacted into acts of parlia- 
ment the trades disputes act, which 
permits peaceful picketing during 
strikes; an act to provide for the feed- 
ing of school children; the compensa- 
tion act which provides for the pay- 
ment of persons injured while at work; 
a fuller adoption of the fair trades 
resolution, which makes obligatory the 
payment by government contractors of 
the union rate of wages; an improve- 
ment in the position of the workers in 
the government dock yards; the pro- 
vision of work for the unemployed; the 
old-age pensions bill; the payment of 
members of parliament, which relieves 
the trades unions of the payment of 
members who represent their interests 
in the house; the establishment of 
labor bureaus, where men and women| 
in gearch of work may register and 
be supplied with information as to 
work obtainable, and insurance 
against illness and unemployment, 
which bill, although it does not meet 
altogether with the approval of the 
trades unions, has been accepted with 
the understanding that an effort will 
be made to improve it. 

Platform of Labor Party. 

For the immediate future, the party's 
platform contains planks looking to 
the further improvement of the condi- 
tiong of labor; a right to work bill, 
that is, a law making it obligatory 
upon the government to provide work 
for those desiring it; the abolition of 
night work as far as possible; a land 
policy, which would place the workers 
on the land, until the nationalization 
of land has been accomplished; the na~ 
tionalization of railways and mines, 
and bills for the improvement of the 
housing of workingmen. 

The members of the party are bend- 
ing their efforts to secure legislation 
reversing the Osborne judgment, that 
trades unions could not devote part of 
their funds to thé support of the labo: 
party. It has been suggested that the 
party should make the support of this 
measure the price of their support of 
home rule, that an alliance should be 
formed between the laborites and na- 
tionalists looking to the passage of 
home rule and a bill to reverse this 
judgment. 

Extension of the Franchise. 

On the extension. of the franchise, 
there is a wide difference of opinion 
among the leaders. At a recent confer- 
ence the delegates from the miners’ 
federation let it be Known that they 
would be satisfied with the bill to be 
introduced by the prime minister 
granting manhood suffrage, and would 
not vote in favor of a motion support- 
ing woman's suffrage. As the miners 
form nearly half the membership of 
the party, this decision caused some- 
what of a sensation, but not such a 
great one as a speech by Philip Snow- 
den, the socialist member for Black- 
burn, who told the conference bluntly 
that there was no demand for the 
extension of the suffrage to unenrolied 
men, and that there were more votes 
for men than there were men who 
could intelligently use their votes. The 
motion was not passed, so that the 
party is officially in favor of woman's 
suffrage, although nearly half its 
membership is against it. 


The industrial unrest of last year re-} 


sulted in great numbers of workers 
joining trade unions and socialist 
bodies; therefore the satisfaction of the 
leaders with strikes, every one of 
which they say means more strength 
for the party. Further impetus was 
given to the movement by the success 
of the socialists in Germany whom the 
Englishmen are now hoping to emu- 
late. The propagandists are busy in: 
the country rallying men to the unions 
and threatening strikes unless non- 
unionists are prevented from working 
side by side with trades unionists.

Albany, -‘N. ¥., February 11.—The 


Baptist Tabernacle yesterday after- 
noon at the fourth mass meeting of 
the Men and Religion Forward Move- 
ment, despite the unfavorable weath- 
er. The principal address was .de- 
livered by Dr. Dunbar H. Ogden, of 
the Central Presbyterian church, and 
the key-note of his speech was that 
the message must go Out from At- 
lanta that ‘The Lost Is Found.” 

Marion M. Jackson; chairman of the 
committee on evangelism, was in 
charge of the meeting, and also de- 
livered a short but instructive ad- 
dress. : 

Survival of the Fittest. 

“My theme is the survival of the 
fittest,” said Dr. Ogden. “The unfit 
must perish. As an illustration of 
my meaning, I use a mirror,’ suspend- 
ed high above the floor by a single 
cord. Cut by a stroke of a knife, 
the cord is sévered, and the mirror 
falls to the floor, 
thousand pieces. 

“When the moral character is 
ruined, the person is lost. The mul- 
titude of men and women, wandering 
about in sin and disgrace, were lost 
because of separation from the 
Father, and shattered by sin, as the 
mirror, when severed from its sup- 
port. 

“The unfit must perish. But the 
work of the gospel is to make the 
unfit fit, and in a movement of the 
kind we are now supporting that note 
must not be lost, or everything is 
lost. 

“To redeem from sin, three things 
are necessary: purity, pardon and 
power. Sin or guilt leaves stdin, im- 
purity and slavery to satan. Christ 
pardons, purifies and endows with 
power, 

The Lost Is Found, 

“Christ’s mission is tO see men, save 
men and bring them home A few 
years ago a pure young girl had lost 
her brother, who had drifted into the 
whirlpool of sin. Some time after his 
disappearance she was singing a solo 
at a morning Sunday service in the 
church she formerly attended with her 
brother, 

“On the back row of seats there 
sat a tramp, dirty and unkept, his 
head bent low in an effort to prevent 
recognition. While she was singing 
he seemed shaken with emotion. 

“Immediately after the service the 
girl left the church, unaccompanied. 
From the corridor stepped the ragged 
individual, who had listened to her 
song eagerly. He was instantly rec- 
ognized and his sister threw her arms 
about him in one long embrace. 

“The ‘next day the message was 
flashed to her’ home: ‘The Lost Is 
Found.’ 
~ “Let that message be flashed from 
Atlanta to the entire. universe,”

The United States Proposes to 
Stand by That Principle 


Secretary of State Knox Ex- 
pected to Stress Principle on 
His Trip to Latin America. 
He Will Also Work to Stop 
Revolutions. 


Washington, February 11.—World- 
Wide significance attaches to the visit 
soon to be made by Secretary Knox, 
-at the direction of Prizident Taft, to 
the countries bordering on the Carib- 
bean sea, 

European diplomats, recalling a re- 
cent speech of Mr. Knox before the 
New York State Bar Association, on 
the Monroe Doctrine, look upon the 
proposed trip with more than a passive 
interest. That speech is now being in- 
terpreted as the latest notice given by 
the United States that the principle of 
America for Americans must be ob- 
served. 

Central American diplomats were 
unanimous in their statements today 
that the secretary’s visit not only 
would allay internal doubt as to tue 
attitude of the United States govern- 
ment toward their countries, but would 
warn off possible encroachments of 
nations in the other hemisphere. 

Unrest in Latitn-AmefTica, 

The present state of unrest in many 
Iatin-American countrie: the. efforts 
of the state department to maintain 
neutrality as between the republics of 
the south, ang its endeavors to unravel 
their financial tangles have proceeded, 
it is said, not without the potential 
influences of world powers. 

Particular attention was drawn by a 
number of diplomats, discussing the 
wide circulation now belng given to 
Secretary Knox's speech, to those por- 
tions in which he advocated the im- 
mediate adoption of the loan conven- 
tions with Nicaragua and Honduras, 
now pending in the United States sen- 
ate. It was pointed out tuat Mr. Knox 
had urged their passage because of 
“the ever-increasing political reason of 
avolding the danger of European en- 
tanglement in the affairs of the coun- 
tries surrounding the Caribbean.” 

Another paragraph that elicited re- 
newed comment today was that in 
which he said: 

“The logic of political geography 
ang of strategy and now our tremen- 
dous national interest. created by the 
Panama canal make the safety, the 
peace and the prosperity of Central 
Ameriza, and the zone of the Caribbean, 
of paramount interest to the United 
States. Thus, the malady of revolu- 
tions and financial collapse is most 
acute precisely in the region where it 
is most dangerous to us. It would not 
be sane to uphold a great policy like 
the Monroe Doctrine and to repudiate 
its necessary corrolaries and neglect 
the sensible measures which reason dic- 
tates as safeguards.” 

Policy of Uniteq States, 

It was announced today that the 
adopted policy of the United States— 
to bolster up the countries in trouble 
on this hemisphere—had in a measure 
been a consequence of pressure from 
European countries. To prevent inter- 
ference in countries where European 
financial interests have suffered losses 
through the volatile and incompetent 
administrations of Central American 
politicians, the United States has taken 
a decided stand, though not without 
meeting the apprehensive scrutiny of 
political parties in some of the re- 
publics. 

It is understoog that aside from the 
moral effect that Secretary Knox's 
visit may have in removing suspicions 
of American territorial aggrandizement, 
the heads of various Central American 
countries will receive a personal legis- 
lation of the hopes of the United 
States with reference to the Panama 
canal. 

Opinion was general among the 
Central American diplomats that Presi- 
dent Taft had chosen an opportune 
moment to send Secretary Knox to 
the Caribbean. 

Dr. Joaquin Mandez, minister from 
Guatemala, said: “I believe the visit 
will be fruitful of results in those 
countries which will within a _ short 
time receive a great stimulus through 
the opening of the Panama canal.” 

Senor Calvo, minister from Costa 
Rica, but speaking also on behalf of 
Salvador, whose minister is absent, de- 
clared that the visit of Secretary Knox 
“would help to continue that good re- 
lationship,” 

Dr, Fausto Davilla, minister from 
Honduras, was so impressed with the 
announcement of Secretary Knox's trip 
that he will make a special trip to 
his country, to be there when Mr. Knox 
arrives. 

To Set United States Right. 

Dr. Salvator Castrillo, minister from 
Nicaragua, predicted that the political 
parties who had misrepresented the at- 
titude of the United States as ag- 
grandizing and ambitious territorially, 
would learn from Secretarv Knox that 
the United States harbored no such 
intention. 

Senor Rivero, the Cuban minister, 
who represented his country in Mexico 
when Secretary of State Root visited 
there, declared: “I believe and hope 
that Secretary Knox's trip will be as 
beneficial in the relations between 
Cuba and the United States as was 
Mr. Root’s trip in South America.” 

Senor Rojas, the minister from Vene- 
zuela, began immediate communication 
with the president of his country, pre- 
paring for Mr. Knox's reception. The 
representatives of Haiti, the Dominican 
republic, and Panama, expressed grati- 
fication and others did likewise. 

Mr. dinox, it was announced today, 
will leave here tomorrow night for 
Palm Beach, Fla., where he will remain 
for a week, while the cruiser Wash- 
ington is -preparing to receive him. 
About Wednesday, February 21, he 
plans to leave and probably will sail 
direct to Colon, Panama. After visit- 
ing the canal, he will embark from the 
Pacific coast of Panama, on the cruiser 
Maryland, proceeding up the wesi 
cogst of Gentral America, because 
many of the capitals of these countries 
are more accessible from the Pacific 
side. Crossing Guatemala by rail, he

How Woman Outwitted Turks. 
(‘rom McCall's Magazine for Janu- 
ary.) 

Nowhere have women physicians 
quite so distinguished themselves as 
‘in the missionary field. When Dr, 
Mary Pierson Eddy, the only woman 
pynsician in Turkey, tried to secure 
the right to practice in the Ottoman 
empire she had to face an examination 
by a score of the most distinguished 
doctors of the country she was trying 
to invade. She is of American parent- 

age, but was brought up in Syria. 

The first question was in French and 
uttered in contemptuous tones: “Whe 
are you?’ To to the astonishment of 
her examiners she replied in the purest 
Arabic: “I am of you and from among 
you.”

HAS MORSE RIGHT TO VOTE? 
ATLANTA LAWYERS DIFFER 


Is Charles W. Morse, ex-federal pris- 
oner, whose sentence was commuted a 
few weeks since, entitled now to full 
rights of citizenship? 

This question has caused much dis- 
cussion since the departure of the 
banker to New York, greatly improv- 
ed in health, and sineg the probability 
of his re-entry into big business on 
Wall street has been raised. The 
president has been quoted as determin- 
ed never to give Morse a ful) pardon, 
thereby restoring his right to vote. 
From the opinion of the New York 
press, however, it seems that this will 
not be necessary, and that the once 
ice king is at full liberty to enjoy the 
use of the ballot. night now, should he 
so desire. 

Sun Thinks He Can Vote. 

The following comment appeared in 
The New York Sun: 

“Mr. Morse was convicted of a mis- 
demeanor and did not lose any civil 
rights thereby. On January 1, 1910, 
however, the offense of misapplying 
funds of a national bank was made a 
felony and had Morse been convicted 
after that date he would have been 
deprived of his right to vote as well as 
certain other civil rights. As it is 
now, he suffers no disability whatever 
and is as free to go and come and 
engage in any form of business as 
though he had received a full pardon 
from the president instead of commu- 
tation merely.” 

Reuben Arnold, when interviewed on 
the subject, stated as his opinion that 
Morse could vote, as he had been con- 
victed under No. 5209 of the revised 


United States statutes, making the 
misapplication of national bank funds 
a misdemeanor. Later, congress de- 
cided that such an action was a felony. 
In Morse’s case, he was convicted on 
thirty counts, and the judge had power 
to fine him from one.-to five thousand 
dollars on each count, or sentence him 
five years on each count, or both. He 
sentenced him, in fact, on three counts, 
fifteen years in the federal prison, 
Without certifying, however, on which 
particular counts. This was the point 
raised by Mr. Arnold, in trying to 
free Morse soon after the completion 
of the famous trial. 
Edgar Angier Dissents. 

Mr. Lamar Hill, associated with Mr. 
Arnold in Morse’s interest, expressed 
himself as holding the same opinion, 

A dissenting view from these opin- 
ions was held by Edgar A. Angier, ex- 
assistant United States district attor- 
ney. 

“Mr. Morse cannot vote now, and will 
not be able to do so until his citizen- 
Ship rights have been restored to him, 
And he cannot apply for this to be 
done until six months after the com. 
mutation of his sentence, when he may 
bring the matter before the president. 
He has no franchise now. To be con-. 
victed of a felony means conviction of 
an infamous crime. The misapplica- 
tion of national bank funds is a felony 
under the law. ‘ 

“Morse would hardly have been sent 
to the penitentiary if he had not been 
convicted of a felony. Those convicted 
of misdemeanors are generally sent to 
jail. It is my recollection that Morse 
was convicted of a felony.”

Manliness 
is developed between the ages of 11 
and 17 years more than at any other 
period of a man’s life. 

No Discredit to. Women. 

“TI do not desire to have my position 
construed as a reflection upon women 
instructors. Far from it. They are 
the backbone of our public school sys- 
tems, and have been greatly instru- 
mental in molding the careers of many 
famous men in every line of life. 

“But when a boy reaches the age of 
11, he should be developed normally. 
He must indulge in vigorous games, 
in healthful exercises and have the 
training necessary to his development, 
He must not be taught things effem- 


inate. 

“A woman teacher cannot join the 
boys in their strenuous exercises, and 
cannot ‘rough and tough it’ as can @ 
man. A boy of 11, who is not allowed 
to indulge in the proper exercise, be- 
comes effeminate to an unfortunate ex- 
tent, and when he becomes of the age 
where the rough edges should be worn 
away by constant refinement, the lat- 
ter training tends to make him more 
effeminate. 


“However, when a boy reaches the 


age of 17 or 18, a woman instructor 
is invaluable, fo rat that period he is 
in need of resinement, and the process 
of wearing away the crude, rough 
edges leaves him a man possessed of 
the normal tendencies of manliness, 
which have made the bravest and most 
courageous men of history.” 
Economic Conditions Kesponsible. 
Prof, W. M. Slaton, superintendent 
of the Atlanta public school system, 
said that economic conditions had 
made it impossible for a sufficient 
male instructors to be em- 
ployed by public schools. 3 
“The education of children, he said, 
“should be done by both men and 
women. Woman can do a work in edu- 
cation that no man can accomplish 
and man can do a work to be accom- 
plished by no woman. An ideal system 
of education requires both men and 
women as teachers. It is unfortunate 
for seciety that economic conditions 
have driven men from the profession. 
“It is said that 90 per cent of teach- 
ers in the United States are women. 
Society is fortunate in having the as- 
sistance of refined, cultured women to 
teach its children, but society is curs- 
ed in banishing male instructors from 
the school rooms. As long as society 
rewards educated men with excellent 
salaries ands large incomes in _. law, 
medicine, surgery, finance and indus- 
tries, and gives poor pay for teachers 
so long will the children of the -land 
suffer. Some of these days a great 
leader in thought will teach mankind 
that the schools of America need both 
men and women as teachers.”
